THE FSESBYTEBIAN OHUEOH 


ITS POSITION ON THE TEMPER- 


ANCE QUESTION. 


The following is the paper which was 


unanimously adopted 
by the Synod of 


Pennsylvania at its recent meeting in 
Ilarrisburg; 


WHMUSAS, A movement was commenced 


two years ago to secure an amendment to 
the Constitution of Pennsylvania by which 
the manufacture and sale of intoxicating 
liquors as a beverage shall be prohibited; 
and whereas, this effort is being renewed 
by increasing numbers with more resolute 
determination; audwhereas, it is eminently 
proper that at the first meeting this Synod 
should put itself on record with regard to 
this whole subject, therefore, 


Resolved, 1. That this Synod declares 


its emphatic condemnation of the liquor 
traffic, and feels humbled before God in 
view of its long continued prevalence and 
its varied and desolating effects iu all 
parts of the land. 


2. That we rejoice in the development 


of prohibition sentiment in Kansas, Iowa 
aim oiner parts ot our land, and are in 
hearty sympathy, with all judicious efforts 
to unite good citizens in securing the 
adoption of prohibitory amendments to 
the Constitutions of the several States. 


3. That in our organized 
capacity, 


regresenting twenty-three 
Presbyteries 


870 ministers, 64 licentiates, 3,G22 ruling 
elders, 929 churches, and 132,251 com- 
municants, we respectfully petition the 
Legislature of Pennsylvania to grant the 
people, by the necessary legislation, tlie 
privilege of voting on this question unen- 
cumbered by any other issue. 


4. That in order to accomplish the suc- 


cess of this movement we are in favor of 
supporting men as candidates forour State 
Legislature who will, 
if elected, give 


their vote for such reference. 


5. That as the reiterated claim has been 


nade by organized representatives of the 
iquor traffic, that all laws wliich forbid 
the sale of intoxicating drinks, and all 
other traffic on the Sabbath day, are 
sumptuary in their nature, and are an in- 
fringemt on personal liberty, we take 
occasion to declare our conviction that 
sound principles of government require 
our opponents themselves being wit- 
nesses) that personal liberty must be 
.'united at injury to others, and since the 
moral interests of society are supreme 
interests, the line of injury most cure- 
fully to be guarded by law is that which 
is defined by the moral precepts of Chris- 
tianity. And Synod further declares that 
there is no shadow of interference with a 
ust personal liberty in such legislation, 
nor any ground of co uplaint at its en- 
forcement because the moral precepts 
referred to have always been judiciously 
recognized as underlaying the common 
law of Pennsylvania. 


6. That we recommend that one day 


during the "Week of Prayer" be devoted 
to this subject; that as the Legislature 
convenes during that week, special prayer 
be made for the success of the movement 
in that body. 


7. That we recognize with gratitude 


and admiration the great influence ex- 
erted by the Woman's Christian Temper- 
ance Unions and kindred organizations 
for the promotion of this cause. 


8. That pastors be urged to introduce 


this subject frequently in their pulpit 
ministrations, and to endeavor specially 
to interest the youth and pledge them to 
the principles of total abstinence. 
To 


this end the formation of temperance 
societies in connection with our Sabbath 
schools is recommended. 


9. That a committee on temperance be 


appointed in each of our Presbyteries, 
according to the action of our General 
Assembly. 
That ministers and people 


be urged to send what monies they can 
secure without a special collection to 
D. M. Stiger, 58 Barclay street, New 
York, Treasurer of General Assembly 
Committee on Temperance. 
• 


10. That the Moderator and Stated and 


Permanent Clerks be authorized so sign a 
copy of the thjrd resolution in behalf of 
the Synod, and that the Stated Clerk be 
requested to present it to the Legisla- 
ture.

This of Dr. Jephson, a distinguished 


physician of Leamington, fifty years ago, 
is an amusing anecdote. The doctor was 
noted for being brusque and unceremo- 
nious.

A VEBI YOUNG INVENTOE. 


Given a room set apart for bathing 


purposes iu every house ind provided 
water cold and hot, it might be semi that 
a contrivance tocujoythe bath in various 
ways would be invented. This might be 
expected more particularly in a climate 
like this, with its summer heats, making 
bathing as much a comfort and lujcury as 
it is in the East, and with cold winters 
begetting bronchial and other troubles 
for which vapor and medicated baths lire 
used. 
True, the number of public estab- 


lishments for thfise purposes has increased, 
but no attempt seems to have beeu made 
to improve upon the simple tubs with 
faucet which were put into private houses 
after Croton was introduced. A lad of 
sixteen, belonging to the Cooper Insti- 
tute class in mechanical drawing, has 
now fashioned a contrivance as ingenious 
as it is simple, and by means of which 
one can take at home in an ordinary bath 
room Russian or spray or vapor baths, or 
medicated baths of any kind. This young 
invcntoi's uppuialus to secure spray or 
vapor is simply a metal pipe as big as 
one's miner running along one side of the 
tub at the top and perforated with minute 
holes, arranged to throw the spray upon 
the bather, the temperature of the water 
being regulated at will through the hot 
and cold water faucets. When hot water 
is shot through the hundreds of minute 
holes vapor either fills the room in a 
minute, or by means of a rubber cloth U 
confined to the tub, and the bather, with 
his heads free in the air, subjects his 
body to the action of the btcain. To se- 
cure medicated baths, the boy lias in- 
vented two little cups of peculiar pattern, 
which can be set upon a shelf, and arc 
connected with the metal spray pipe by 
means of rubber tubes. 
A tablespoonful 


of any liquid, from cologne water to car- 
bolic acid, placed in one cup is minutely 
subdivided and permeates the vapor or 
spray in the few seconds. 
Solids like 


sulphur, or other medical substances, are 
placed in the other cup, which is of metal, 
and they arc at once dissolved and in- 
jected into scrav or vapor in like manner. 
One apparatus lias been manufactured 


and placed for trial in the French Hos- 
pital in this city, where it is being ex- 
perimented with in the treatment of 
rheumatism and acute nervous diseases 
by spray baths permeated with drugs. 
The same contrivance 
being attached 


with rubber tubes to the faucets of a 
wash-bowl serves to produce vapor im- 
pregnated with cliamomilc or other herbs 
for inhalation in cases of bronchial affec- 
tions. 
A 
number of physicians have 


called to sou tlie young inventor and all 
commend the invention, but express sur- 
prise that something of the kind was not 
produced long ago.—A'ciy Yurie Ihrnld. 


TEE PROBLEM OplpELLINO BEFORM. 


Prof. Lounsbury, of Yale, in a forcible 


article on this subject, in the December 
Century, illustrates as follows the evils of 
English orthography : 


Tlie fundamental evil does not lie in 


the existence of useless letters, which in 
so many CUEOB nrc, in addition to tlu'ir 
u.selessness, the records of fictitious his- 
tory or perverted etymology. This is 
something that 
needs especially to be 


insisted upon, because it is a^ainit these 
"interesting encumbrances and anoma- 
lies," as the London Timet calls them, 
that efforts tit reform are naturally at 
first directed ; and what is only ,i side 
issue, though an important one, becomes 
to the minds /if nuny the maiu issue. 
This fundamental evil, as it is generally 
stated, lies in tho fact that our language, 
as at present spelled, has a multitude of 
signs for the same sound, and a multitude 
of sounds for tlie same sign. 
Hut an ab- 


stract statement of this kind means little 
or nothing to the mass of men , a few 
examples may make it mean a great deal. 
Let us take, for instance, the vowel 
sound, which is seer,i in words met, sweat, 
any, said, says, mid jwpnnl. 
Here is 


one sound, that of short e, which is rep- 
resented in these various words by six 
different signs, by e, by ca, by a, by at 
by ay, by co. Take again the vowel sound 
heard in rude, move, rood, routine, rheum, 
drew, shoe, rued, «nd bruise. Here the 
same sound is represented by nine signs : 
by v, by o, by oo, by o«, by eu, by etc, by 
w, by ue, and by wi. Take again the 
sound which we call "long e," which was 
originally with us represented by i, and 
which is still so represented in other lan- 
guages. 
It it found in meet, mete, meat, 


machine, yrief, receive, Ae?y, people, o'ljis, 
and is thus denoted by the nine different 
signs of ce, of e, of e«, of t, of i'c, of t'i, of 
ey, eo, <t. 
This 
will do for one side of 


the shield : the other cannot he said to 
present a more attractive view. 
The 


sign ou has six diiTercnt sounds, accord- 
ing as it is found in the words sour, pour, 
would, tour, sowjltl, and couple ; the sign 
en hat five different sounds as seen in 
heat, sweat, great, heart and heard. 
What 


is true of these vowels, or of these com- 
binations of vowels, is true of all the 
others, and of the sounds denoted by 
them. Kind, for illustration, can be 
written keind, for in this way is written 
heitjlU ; it can be written kw'nd, for so is 
guile ; it can be written T>eynd, for so is 
eye; it can be written l*yiul, for so is 
type ; it can be written kuynd, for so is 
buy ; it can be written kaind, for so is 
aide ; it can be written kieiul, for so is 
relied. 
The whole vowel system is in a 


state of chaos; and if confusion existed 
to the same extent among the consonants, 
the acquisition of English orthography 
would be the work of a life-time. 


Woman, though generally more pitiful 


and merciful than man, is apt to be 
harder and more exacting on one of her 
own sex that she has hired than man is 
with the men in his employ.

nor soil her hand with that manual labor 
which would better befit her for her fu- 
ture experience in life. 
A man some- 


times errs in the same way in regard to 
his sons, but more often they are put to 
work, and learn in their youth the harder 
yet wholesome lessons that will enable 
them to fight the after battles that are to 
come.

MOTHERS I»T AMERICAN NOVELS. 


In reading the stories, long and short, 


which have appeared in Tlie Century 
during the past year, I have hcen struck 
by one point of similarity in them all, 
nnd that is Uie colorless characters and 
subordinate positions assigned to the 
mothers. 
And upon reflection f think 


this has become a marked characteristic 
of American fiction. 
I recall numberless 


novels, the heroines of which are bright, 
UllClUgenl ^ll):*, U>u cmmmm Amciicau 
type, on good terms with their fathers, 
whom they generally resemble. 
The 


fathers are of all sorts, but the mothers 
(inly vary in being garrulous or silent ; 
they all are cssentialy commonplace, do- 
ing the housework, without influence in 
the 
family, domineered over by the 


daughters, and treated with good-natured 
contempt by their husbands. Is this a 
true picture of American life' If s<>, 
what becomes of all the vivacious, intel- 
ligent girls ? If marriage deprives them 
of the graces of girlhood, and arrests the 
development of its nobler qualities of ma- 
turity, they would be wise to remain 
unmarried. 
But I do not think it n true 


picture. 
Certainly it is not true of tho 


women of the South-west. 
1 know many 


noble, intelligent women, of middle age, 
mothers of grown daughters, on whom 
their influence is very apparent They 
take no very active part in society, for 
they have no time, being strongly dis- 
posed to keep the burden of household 
labor from their daughters. This is not 
surprising when one remembers that they 
must know Irom experience that in this 
servant-less land there is little relief from 
domestic drudgery after marriage. What 
American girls, with the liberty allowed 
them, might become without the wino 
conservative influence of the mothers I 
dread to contemplate. 
Nor is the Amer- 


ican girl as black as she is painted. 
Though she generally thinks she is as 
good a judge of "what is what'' as any 
one, she has an unbounded love and rev- 
erance for her mother, and often yields, 
out of respect to her, to opinions which 
sho considers old-fashioned or prudish. 
Though tho position of the mother must 
be an inconspicuous one, her influence is 
the strongest one in the world, 
Ameri- 


can novelists should depict American 
mothers as most of them are . intelligent, 
devoted, self-sacrificin«. — Uoiin: and So- 
ciety, in tin' Di'i'i'inl/er Century.

These facts ac- 
count for tlie present stagnation and low 
prices and account for them fully. When 
two tons of iron and steel are produced 
for every one that is wanted it is not 
worth anybody's while to charge a heavy 
market and low prices to political causes". 


The only remedy lies iu adjusting the 


supply to the demand. This will be done 
by tha law of the survival of the fittest. 
Those works which have the cheapest 
coal, ore, wages and transportation facil- 
ities will keep running and make money. 
The others will simply have to succumb 
to the low prices and retire from the bus- 
iness.
